NEW POSTAGE DUE SERIES 





The new issue of postage dues 
is under way in the Bureau of En- 
graving and Printing. The one 
dollar is the first to have had num- 
bers assigned—plates 20130 to 
20133 inclusive. 


It is with regret that we see 
this series passing out of the pic- 
ture as it is the only one of the 
original designs that were made 
when the Bureau took over the 
supply of stamps in 1894. We have 
consequently all watermarks and 
perforations covered in this one 
series. 

The new designs are possibly a 
little more attractive. Generally 
speaking they will be similar to 
the existing designs and appear 
in the same denominations and 
colors with the addition of the 
1.00 and 5.00 values to take care 
of the large volume of Business 
Reply letters and Cards which are 
handled in bulk. 


The denominations %c to 50c 
inclusive will be vertical stamps 
with the denomination in the cen- 
ter indicated by a figure of value 
only. The dollar values will be 
horizontal stamps with the word 
DOLLAR behind the ‘1’ or ‘5.’ The 
size is the standard for the or- 
dinary stamps—75 by 87 hun- 
dredths of an inch. 

It is not impossible that the 
lower values may come out on the 
rotary press but in all probability 
they will be printed as in the past 
on the flat bed presses.

155-164, will be surcharged in ob- 
servance of King Rastefari becom- 
ing Emperor on the death of the 
Empress Zaediton, who died April 
2nd. Upon exhaustion of this sur- 
charged set an entirely newly de- 
signed set will appear. 

A definite air post set is being 
considered to replace the 1929 sur- 
charges. (P. C. Philibossian in 
Mekeel’s.) 


AUSTRIA 
A 50gr value is to be added to 
the current postage due series. 
The 2, 6 and 8gr air post stamps, 
current series are to be discon- 
tinued. New values of 20, 25 and 
80gr to be added to the series. 
(A. Wagner, in Mekeels.) 


COLOMBIAN REPUBLIC 
A 4-centavo blue postage stamp 
will be issued December 17, 1930, 
to commemorate the centenary of 
the death of Simon Bolivar. Wa- 
terlow and Sons have the contract.

GERMANY 

The 80pf chocolate of the current 
postage series (No. 378), is to be 
changed to a yellowish brown in 
color. This being close to the 
shade of the 50pf, it also may be 
altered in color. 

In the higher values of the post- 
age series the word “mark” is to 
be replaced by a more definite 
“reichsmark.” The 2-mark stamp 
bearing the picture of Cologne 
Cathedral is reported to be the 
first that will be changed. Among 
the higher denominations in the 
air post series no such change is 


contemplated, as a change in de- 
sign is pending. (Stamp Collect- 
ing.) 

ITALY 


According to the Gazzetta Uffi- 
ziale a new commemorative charity 
set is being considered for the ben- 
efit of the “Militia of the Nation- 
al Safety.” Denominations and 
sur-taxes will be 30x10c, 50x10c, 
1%4-lirex30c, 5-lirex1.50 lire. (A. 
Wagner, in Mekeel’s.) 

MEXICO 

A complete new set of new air 
post stamps is soon to appear in 
a permanent design. (See the Re- 
view in this issue.) 

The new Official air post stamps 
will soon appear, denominations to 
be 20, 35, 40 and 70-centavos. (See 
the Chronicle, this issue.) 

Furthermore, a complete series 
of ordinary official stamps is im- 
minent in a new permanent design. 
This may stop the surcharges that 
have bothered collectors of late.

SPAIN 

We have from the Economist 
Stamp Co., two semi-postal stamps 
issued in connection with the Ex- 
posicion Filatelica Nacional at Bar- 
celona this year. One stamp was 
given with each ticket of admis- 
sion. They were presumably not 
obtainable otherwise. The design 
is the same on both, in the upper 
half a night view of the exposition 
palace at Barcelona, with search- 
lights in evidence; across the cen- 
ter a tablet bearing the words “Ex- 
posicion de Barcelona, 1930,” and 
beneath the arms of the city and 
the inscription of value.

NEW PRECANCELS COMING 





The Postoffice department issued 
an order under date of May 29, 
that will bring another flood of new 
varieties in Precancels and will also 
bring Precanceled Postal cards. 
The ruling reads as follows: “The 
Postmaster General is authorized, 
under such regulations as he may 
prescribe, to issue a permit to per- 
sons using Government stamped 
envelopes and to persons using 
Government postal cards to deface 
the postage stamps thereon in con- 
nection with the placing on the en- 
velopes and postal cards of the 
name of the postoffice and State 
of mailing, together with such 
other indicia as may be prescribed.” 

This is in effect, giving permis- 
sion to precancel a stamped en- 
velope or postal card at the time 
that it is imprinted with corner 
card or otherwise. The ruling by 
the postoffice department also con- 
templates the use of this precan- 
cellation on first class mail since 
postal cards with a printed mes- 
sage are first class mail and it ex- 


pressly states that the precancel- 
lation may be used on first class 
mail when stamped envelopes are 
used. 

While a definite style form will 
be prescribed it is apparent that 
different type styles and different 
sized rule will tend to create much 
variety in these from different 
printing offices. 

Provision is even made that the 
hour may be shown on first class 
matter so that collectors who are 
interested in this new precancel 
will have a very large field for 
study.
